THE INTERNATIONAL LITERARY 
CONGRESS. 


From the London Atheneum, Oct. 8. 


THE subject of international copyright with 
the United States was placed in a new light 
before the International Literary Congress at 
Vienna, on September 27. Heretofore it has 
been considered almost exclusively as a ques- 
tion in which Great Britain has the chief in- 
terest. The truth is that English authors have 
companions in misfortune; their German 
brethren complain as bitterly as they do that 
enterprising publishers in the United States 
reprint German works there without any con- 
sideration for the feelings or pockets of the 
authors. In like manner French books are 
translated without the French author reaping 
any reward. 

Before referring in detail to the conclusions 
arrived at by the Congress with regard to inter- 
national copyright between the United States 
and Great Britain, | may summarize the pro- 
ceedings of the Central Committee of the In- 
ternational Literary Association relative to the 
draft of a proposed convention on the subject. 
That convention provided that if an English 
book were reproduced in the United States by 
a publisher there within three months after its 
appearance in England, and after the fulfilment 
of certain conditions as to registration, the 
English author would enjoy copyright in the 
United States on the same terms as a citizen of 
the country. The French committee of the 
Association objected to the conditions as to the 
limit of time and to registration, contending 
that a period of three months was far too short, 
and that a second registration was a mistake. 
Here it may be well to insist upon the principle 
which the Literary Association upholds, and 
which has been ratified in the Congress at Lis- 
bon.

After considerable discussion, a resolution was 
adopted by the Congress to the effect that it 
was desirable a copyright convention should

the interests of authors rather than the wishes 
of publishers should be considered in such a 
convention. In addition, a further resolution, 
moved by Dr. Weichel, of Berlin, and adopted, 


| expressed the hope and desire of the Congress 


that a copyright convention should be con- 
cluded between Germany and the United States 
immediately after or at the same time as the 
one just referred to. Dr. Weichel stated many 
facts showing how urgent was the need for his 
countrymen being protected against the ap 
propriation of their literary labors. It appears 
that a publication has been started in the 
United States for reprinting all current German 
books which are in demand among the readers 
of German. Formerly the market for such 
books was supplied exclusively by German 
publishers, and the books thus sold yielded 
some return to their authors. Now, how- 
ever, a German author sees his books popular 
in the United States, but obtains nothing 
from their sale there. The same thing ap 
plies to French authors whose works are trans- 
lated by enterprising citizens of the United 
States.

Now, 
as proposed by the Americans, the affair is one 
which does not in any way affect the English 
publisher. It is exclusively to be an arrange- 
ment with English authors, and, so far as Eng- 
land is concerned, for their benefit alone, 
provided they can get any benefit from it. 
Therefore, in order that weight may be given to 
the views of the English publishers, they should 
show that they are entirely disinterested, or, at 
least, should in some way relieve themselves 
from this suspicion that such a treaty as they 
would approve of would not promote their in- 
terests.

HouGuHTON, Mirriin & Co. publish as their special illustrated Christmas book an elegant 
volume, containing five Pennsylvania poems by Bayard Taylor, the whole comprehended by the 
title “ Home Ballads.” These ballads are considered by many as more truly poetic than much of 
his metrical work. They readily lend themselves to illustration, for they are full of the picturesque, 
and in issuing the present volume the publishers have, in this regard, made the best use of every 
opportunity. The poems are pre-eminently “ Hom: Ballads.” They picture with tender pathos the 
joys, sorrows, and trials of rural life, of life among the Friends in Kennett, Pennsylvania, and 
they appeal in a direct manner to the reader’s deepest sympathies. The press have welcomed 
this volume as a deserved testimonial to the genius and reputation of Bayard Taylor as a poet, 
and as a highly creditable example of the best results in illustrated work. 

In regard to the illustrations, it may be said at the outset that the best talent in the country 
was called upon to make the drawings. Men who are well known as artists, whose paintings 
have made them popular, were interested in this volume, and the fullest liberty in the conception 
of their pictures was granted them. In reproducing these pictures, such engravers as are 
acknowledged to be at their best in certain subjects were selected, and were given those subjects 
toengrave. One object was to include in asingle book some of the really re; resentative work of 
the day of all “schools.”” In order to be more sure of attaining this result, the drawings were 
made in various materials, and were drawn on the block, or placed there by photography, according 
to the expressed preferences of the engravers. The result is highly satisfactory. 

A new original and elegant style in fine bindings has recently been developed by this firm, 
and is applied for the first time to this book. The style consists in using, on the covers, veneers 
from the richest natural woods. The wood is susceptible of a high polish which is not easily 
injured, and if injured is readily repaired. Persistent experiments have led up to the conclusion 
that these covers cannot warp or crack, and will stand harder usage than any leather or most 
cloth-bound books. They have been received with high praises on all sides, and there are, 
unquestionably, lasting qualities in this novelty.

of its kind. The Messrs. Cassell, Petter, Galpin ¢ 
Co., in accordance with custom, present as one of their 
chief holiday gift-books, in one handsome volume, the 
numbers of 1881, being the first volume of the new and 
enlarged series, and the fourth since the €xistence of 
the magazine. It is not possible to enumerate al] the 
points of this elegant work. To persons of artis, 
tastes, it will afford, both in its letterpress and jn jjs 
illustrations, a never-ceasing source of delight. Among 
a number of illustrated papers that are full of value an 
interest, we would cite “Lives of Artists Recently 
Deceased,” which embrace biographies of such world 
renowned names as Richard Lane, Henri Regnault 
Alfred Stevens, Tom Taylor, Jacob Thompson, and 
Elijah Walton. “Our Living Artists,” is another series 
devoted to an account of the paintings and methods of 
Leon Bonnat, Meissonier, Monkacsy, De Neuville, 
Pettie, Thornycraft, and others equally distinguished, 
While the ‘‘ Homes of Artists,” permit us to enter the 
picturesque London abodes of Millais and Sir Fred. 
erick Leighton. All these graphic pen sketches are 
embellished with portraits from photographs, and with 


examples of the artist’s style. To give some idea of 





the artistic merits of this publication, we present two 
of its illustrations on this and the opposite page. The 
initial picture, called “A Balneatrix,” is from a painting by Alma-Tadema, the world-renowned 
Belgian artist, who has many years lived in London, and who is claimed by England almostas 
her own. The full page is taken from an oil-painting by Max Volkhart, a German genre painter 
of the Meissonier school. It is called “The Duet,” and explains itself. Both pictures are superb 
examples of technical excellence, and are finely reproduced. A large number of full-page illus 
trations lend unusual richness to the volume. A few of the notable ones are Monkacsy’s “ Las 
Days of a Condemned,” Meissonier’s “Sign Painter,” “The Wisdom of Solon,” by Ludwig 
Knaus, Henri Regnault’s “ Salome,” Alma-Tadema’s “Audience at Agrippa,” and “ The Finish: 
ing Touch,” by Meyer Von Bremen. The frontispiece is a beautiful etching by Lalauze from: 
painting by Erskine Nicol—“ The Trio,” three humble musicians making sweet sounds for theit 
own delectation. Take the work altogether, it is a perfect storehouse of art, appealing in its 
varied contents to all tastes—to the most artistic, and also to the amateur seeking instruction 


and entertainment.

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THE “GEOFFREY CRAYON” EDITION OF IRVING. 


In the rush of a growing literature, and in the rise of later lights on the literary horizon, 
some measure of popular neglect may have attached to Irving’s charming works—a neglect 
which is the lot of all authors whose generations have given place to others, and who are for ; 
time set aside by that love of noveity and of change that characterizes each new age ; but it is ma‘. 
ter for congratulation that within the past decade a reawakened interest in this conservator of 
pure literature has become manifest, and, in an age which perhaps leans too strongly toward cop. 
densation and encyclopzdic style, it may be esteemed the developing of a broader and riper taste 
which enables us to note the growth of an appreciative love for the manly sentiment and trye 
tenderness of the creator of Diedrich Knickerbocker, Ichabod Crane, and Rip Van Winkle. 

No better indication of this increasing interest is needed than the appearance of the various 
editions of the works of one whose writings have been pronounced “an imperishable legacy of 
grace and beauty to his countrymen,” and among the numerous editions of Irving which have 
appeared within the past few years the sumptuous Geoffrey Crayon edition which his author. 
ized publishers, G. P. Putnam’s Sons, have been issuing in monthly volumes during 1880-81, 
has claims to especial prominence as a fitting memorial of the genius and worth of the word- 
painter of the Alhambra and the biographer of Washington. Attractive in appearance both in- 
wardly and outwardly, it merits the good words that the Worcester Spy speaks for it: “The 
edition will satisfy the most fastidious. The binding is in plain olive green cloth, the 
type’ clear and of a good size, the paper thick and handsome, the margins unusually 
wide, and the illustrations (of which the first volume contains eighteen) exceedingly 
good, both as to spirit and execution. The publishers undertake in this enterprise a 
public benefaction.’’ 20 volumes of this new edition have now appeared, and at this 
genial Christmas season, which found so appreciative a chronicler in the author of the “Sketch 
Book” and ‘‘ Bracebridge Hall,” no better or more appropriate gift can be selected than this 
new edition of his works. The introductory essay on Irving, by Charles Dudley Warner, which 
prefaces “ Knickerbocker,” the initial volume of the series, lends an additional value to the 
edition. In an age which clearly respects, however much it may fail in following the chivalric 
in thought and action, no better guide toward a refining and elevating literary taste can be 
taken than Washington Irving, of whom Mr. Warner has so truthfully said: “ Irving's .iterature, 
walk around it and measure it by whatever critical instruments you will, is a beneficent .itera- 
ture. The author loved good women and little children and a pure life; he had faith in his 
fellow-men, a kindly sympathy with the lowest, without any subservience to the highest ; he re 
tained a belief in the possibility of chivalrous actions, and did not care to envelop them in a 
cynical suspicion; he was an author still capable of an enthusiasm. His books are wholesome 
full of sweetness and charm, of humor without any sting, of amusement without any stain; and 


their more solid qualities are marred by neither pedantry nor pretension.” 
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THE ILLUSTRATED ‘ LUCILE.”’ 


Owen MEREDITH’s “ Lucile” has for more than,twenty years held the affections of readers, 
It possesses every quality to recommend it. It is romantic, dramatic, poetical, Cynical and 
witty, and exceedingly pure in tone. It narrates in a rhyme full of melody a passionate love 
story, in which Lord Alfred Vargrave, the Duc de Luvois, and Lucile, the Comtesse de Nevers 
are the chief actors. And it offers a succession of gay and sarcastic pictures of fashionable life 
that still retain their freshness and piquancy. It is not strange thatthe Messrs. James R. Osgood 
& Co. should have selected it as a fine subject for illustration ; it is only remarkable no one 
thought of doing so long ago. Its many and varied moods, its pen sketches of people and 
scenery, its digressions, grave, gay, and serene, offer innumerable opportunities, for the play of the 
artist's imagination, and for the realization of his finest ideas. The publishers have spared neither 
expense nor troublein the artistic or mechanical details—hence the result is one of the hand- 
somest works of the year. 


It is both dainty and elegant, and embellished with many beautiful illustrations. These are 
from the designs of the best American artists of the day—Mary Hallock Foote, E. H. Garrett, 
E. P. Hayden, L. S. Ipsen, F. E. Lumis, Thomas Moran, J. E. Palmer, F. B. Schell, W. L. Shep- 
pard, W. P. Snyder, A. R. Waud, James D. Smillie, and others—engraved in the very finest style 
by Anthony, Andrew & Son, Dana, Closson, Russell & Richardson. Scarcely a line in the text 
that offers any excuse for an illustration but has been taken advantage of—“ fresh strawberries,” 
“violets,” a “scene at Bigorre,” Matilda’s bracelet, Lucile’s “letters--a portrait—a ring,” 
the cigar Lord Alfred Vargrave offers to the Duke, a portrait of Leonardo and Aristotle—all 
appear between the letterpress, in quite a novel and attractive style. Artistic head and tail 
pieces, carefully elaborated and sharply worked out, decorate the beginning and ending of the 
various parts of the poem. Specimens of two of the best are given upon this page, others will 
be found in various parts of the number. 

The full-page pictures, of which there are twelve similar to the facing page, are the most am- 
bitious efforts, and perhaps the most successful, in the book. They embrace portraits of all the 
various characters as they crystallized in the artist’s imagination. Mrs. Mary Hallock Foote, we 
believe, is the artist of the page we have selected as one of the most characteristic, and which 
appears in the book asa frontispiece. It represents Lucile alone in the forest separated from 


the Duke’s riding party.

It is a small quarto, very handsomely printed on heavy tinted paper, and 
with full-page and letterpress illustrations designed by S. G. McCutcheon and E. H. Garrett, 
and arranged and engraved by George T. Andrew. The cover is rich and tasteful and in char- 
acter with the spirit of the poem. We advise husbands or wives to buy it for each other, and

Jean INGELOW has written nothing more tender, or of more lasting merit, than her ‘‘ Songs 
of Seven’’ issued in a beautiful illustrated form for the holiday season by the Messrs, Roberts 
Bros. Seven poems describe the various important stages in a child’s, a young girl’s, a wife’s, 
and a widow’s life. ‘‘ Seven times one” is “ Exultation ;”’ ‘‘ Seven times two, Romance ;” 
“* Seven times three, Love; ”’ “ Seven times four, Maternity ;” ‘“ Seven times five, Widowhood ;” 
“Seven times six, Giving in Marriage ;” ‘Seven times seven, Longing for Home.” They are 
characterized by a depth and purity of sentiment, and a poetical grace of expression, which leave 
no doubt of the causes which have made everything from Miss Ingelow’s pen, whether prose or 
poetry, sell by the thousands in this country and England. In this little volume she strikes the 
keynote of a woman’s heart. She enters into the girl’s romance, the wife’s love, and the mother’s 
sorrows, with a sacred and beautiful sympathy that is as winning as it is graceful.

The book is a beautiful typographical specimen, and will no doubt find 
all the appreciation it deserves among the most cultured class of readers, It must not be for- 
gotten that Messrs. Roberts Bros. are the publishers of Jean Ingelow'’s complete works ; that 
they have her charming novels, “ Off the Skelligs,” “ Fated to be Free,” “‘ Sarah de Berenger,” 
and “ Don John,” and her lovely stories for children, ‘‘ Stories Told to a Child,” “ A Sister's 
Bye-Hours,” and “ Mopsa the Fairy.”” Any one of these volumes will give pleasure to the child 
or grown person for whom it is bought. Then they have a variety of editions of her peetical 
works, mostly with portraits, and in very attractive shape. To enumerate them—there are the 
Household edition, in three shapes, with portrait, with gilt edges and red line, full gilt ; Blue 
and Gold edition ; Cabinet edition; Diamond, Red-Line, and Home edition; this latter has in 
addition to the portrait a view of the author's home in Old Boston, England. With all this 
richness of thought and beauty of form, certainly no one should be at a loss for a choice and

WHETHER Or not a poet was spoiled when a 
mighty novelist was made, is for the critics anq 
not the admirers of Thackeray to determine, but 
certainly few who wear the poet’s bays have met the 
popular taste or struck a sympathetic chord in the 
popular heart with more effect than did the great 
author of ‘‘ The Newcomes,” when he wrote the 
‘* Ballad of Bouillabuisse,” the “ End of the Play,” 
the “ Cane-Bottomed Chair,” and the ‘‘ Chronicle of

the Drum.” It is therefore fitting that one of oy; 
great publishing houses should use all the resources 
of artist, printer, and binder to properly present 
to the people one of the greatest of Thackeray's 


ballads, “The Chronicle of the Drum.” In the 





holiday edition of this notable poem—half-glorifica- 
tion, half-satire—which Messrs. Charles Scribners 
Sons issue this season, the striking illustrations partake so strongly of the spirit of the accom- 
panying text, that we move from page to page with an irresistible enthusiasm, keeping step to 
the tap of the drum which, in the hands of old Pierre and his ancestors, leads us forward from 
the days of Henry of Navarre and the great Condé, across the fields of Blenheim and Malplaquet, 
along the heights of Abraham, and amidst the glories of Yorktown, through the stormy hours of 
the Bastile and the Terror to the blood of Aféve Guillotine. We press on to victory with the Little 
Corporal at Milan, at Marengo, and at Austerlitz, or fall back in sad defeat from the flames of 
Moscow and the English line at Waterloo, until invalided with other ‘‘ wooden-legged warriors” 


on the sunshiny bench of the old tavern, ‘hard by the Maine barrier,” we rise to drink with 


old Pierre his hot toast of defiance, but pause asthe keen and genial satire of the master repeats 


the vanitas canitatum, and asks us what we find to admire 


“In epaulets and scarlet coats— 
In men because they load and fire, 


And know the art of cutting throats ’’ ? 


The noble ballad thus royally presented, with its wealth of illustrations by Fredericks, Pyle, 
Frost, Lungren, Laurence, Schell, Taber, and others of equal merit, is a suitable and peculiarly 
appropriate present at this season of good-will, and may prove more effective in its way than 
reams of sermons, or tons of Peace Society documents. For, as we close the beautiful volume, 
we repeat again and again the lines of its kindly author—a greater in genius than all the coa- 


querors—as he muses above the dead Napoleon beneath the dome of the /nvalides : 


‘* He captured many thousand guns ; 
He wrote ‘ The Great,” before his name; 
And dying, only left his sons 


The recollection of his shame. 


* He fought a thousand glorious wars, 
And more than half the world was his, 
And somewhere now, in yonder stars— 


Can tell, mayhap, what greatness is.” 
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“Ho! fetch mea beaker of wine, 
And, comrades, I'll give you a toast?

A quite unique interpretation of the spirit of Tennyson’s charming Arthurean ballad of the 
Middle Ages has been made by Howard Pyle, in a series of colored designs, of which the one 
presented on the opposite page, representing Sir Lancelot “ as he rode down to Camelot,” is a bril- 
liant example. Some forty such pages, picturing the sad story of “ the fairy Lady of Shalott,” as she 
wove “ by night and day a magic web with colors gay,” or met her fate when, deserting her loom, 
she turned to look at the “ bold Sir Lancelot,” compose a work just issued by Messrs. Dodd, Mead 
& Co. as a holiday gift-book. The decoration is medizval in treatment, thus according chrono- 
logically with the legend. The majority of the pages have the text woven into the design in Old 
English letters, and the verse is begun with a gorgeous initial composed of conventionalized 
dragons and birds which remind one of some quaint old missal. The rich color of all the pages 
is fairly dazzling, while the designs are as varied as the verses of the weird ballad. Few per- 
sons, we fancy, have any idea of the trouble and expense that belong to the printing of a book 
like this. The sheets of the ordinary holiday book go through the press twice, once for each side. 
“The Lady of Shalott” is printed in ten colors, hence each sheet has been through the press 
twenty times, with the risk of a slight fault in any one of the impressions spoiling it completely. 
It is one of the most perfect specimens of color printing we have seen, and promises to make a 
sensation. The Brett Lithographic Co., who printed “ Pretty Peggy” last year, have the credit of 
this fine work. To Mr. Howard Pyle belongs the honor of having conceived this most novel, 
original, and brilliant Christmas gift.

THE AMERICAN TrRActT Society offer some 
valuable and interesting books, prominent 
among which may be mentioned, “ Everyday 
Lire in India,” by Rev. A. D. Rowe, for many 
years a missionary in that country, and who 
writes in the most interesting manner of the 
appearance, dress, home-life, caste, religion, 
superstitions, and employments of the Hindus, 
which are illustrated with thirty cuts from 
original photographs ; ‘‘ Lectures on the New 
Testament,” by the Rev. Drs. Storrs, Hall, Tay- 
lor, Weston, Bevan, and others, which were 
highly commended at the time they were de- 
livered before the N. Y. S. S. Association, and 
which in their permanent book-form will, no 
doubt, be welcome to the large number of stu- 
dents now interested in that subject; and 
“ Opening Plain Paths,” a book for those girls 
who are coming to the close of school-life and 
long to be and do something in the world, by 
Howe Benning.
